A n i m p o r t a n t decision upon dress lately took place 


b e fo re a judicial tribunal at Paris. 
A Correspondent of 


a London paper, thus describes the circunifctances : — 


“ A rich English wom an, Mrs firaham , hud received 
n beautiful dress of embroidered black lic e , but it 
wanted the body ; a deficiency which she could not 
supply every where. 
In order ta have it properly 
made, she sent to Mesdames Roussello and 'Froyes, 
requesting them to make her a body to correspond 
with the skirt. 
T his w'as the only stipulation rnado ; 
but a difficulty arose out of it, for the skirt itself was 
o f inferior design, while the border upon it was far 
richer and more elegant. 
T he embroiderers followed 
tho dictates o f their own taste, and produced a magnifi­ 
cent body, for which they charged 300 francs. 
Mrs 
Graham refused to have the dress, declaring that she 
had liesired to have a body similar to the skirt and 
not the border, “ a practice which is never departed 
from ,” as she observed through the medium o f her 
Counsel, who exhibited the 
dress in Court. 
T he 
Bench, unable to determine so abstruse a question, de­ 
manded the experienced aid o f Madame Ladun, a 
celebrated lace dealer, who made a report to the 
Court on stamped paper, properly authenticated in all 
due form and order, to the following elf'Ct :— “ That 
if it be true in p rin cip le, that the custom was to make 
the body to correspond with the skirl, yet in fact good 
sense and good ta ste concur \n ju s t i f y i n g the pro­
